Although these private 
water supplies are all located in the 
country, where water should be pur­ 
er than in crowded city sections, they 
are actually less safe than the purified 
public water 
supplies of the cities. 
The State Department of Health is 
now trying to make 
private 
water 
applies safer by offering to inspect 
wells, and to give suggestions on how 
they may be safeguarded. 
If sewage is allowed to accum ulate 
near dwelling houses in gutters, prlv- 
1 i* s and cesspools, it is a serious menace 
I to health. 
It is also dangerous if a1 
lowed to drain into a passing st.ream 
I without first being treated to remove 
J harm ful matter 
\ 
The safe way to dispose of sewage. 
if public health is to be protected, is 
to drain or im nip it from each holts 
md 
building 
through 
underground 
sewer pipes to a central sewage dis­ 
posal plant, w here it is carefully treat­ 
ed to remove solids and destroy harm ­ 
ful bacteria and then discharged into 
the river or creek at a point well be­ 
low the source of the fresh water sup­ 
ply. 
Many Pennsylvania communities, in­ 
cluding souk of the largest cities, have 
no modern sewerage systems or dis­ 
posal plants. 
Several cities of more 
j 11i an I Of,"OU inhabitants discharge raw 
sewage into streams at dozens of iif- 
f< rent points, causing foul odors in 
the vicinity *>f the streams. 
S. w .'rage systi ms, like vvatei w orks, 
are often more economical and elf ie 
Dent to construct and manage if sev- 
j era I neighboring communities combine 
j to make one large sewerage district 
j with it single plant for treatment and 
(disposal.
